MONGOLIA 800 


A leitor from Dr. Sven Hedin to. the King 
of Sweden has recenty boon published, in which 
tho first detailed acconnt of his last journey o! 
oxploration is given. This communication, 
like tho previons ones, was written at Charkalik, 
and is dated April 28th last, Leaving Tumen 
Tagh, Sven Hedin went cast-north-east via Lako 
Gasnor, and passed over the highest part of the 
mountain chain of Aka Tagh and Astin Tagh 
as far as Anambar, with a side trip to the 
Sirting Mongols, -As is known from 
his previous letters, he went through the Desert 
of Gobi. He found that this desert is divided 
from zouth to north in the following belts: — 
Firstly, low and barren. mountain chains; 
secondly. sandhills; thirdly, Kamish stoppes— 
kamish is a kind of ‘reed which also grows in 
great abundance in the Kirghis steppes. 

“Hore,” says the explorer, “we dug for 
water, and found some that, at a pinch, is pot- 
ablo, After this we crossed, going constantly 
north, a system of low bill ranges Fanning 
paralle} caat and west, 2 direct continuation of. 
‘fion Shan and Kuruk Tagh. In this oxcoed- 
ingly lonely. barron, and mountainous country, 
where we wandered twelve whole days without 
fiading 4 drop of water, and where our situa-

Tho small 
staves are partly visiting cards, and partly 8 
kind of receipt which the inhabitants had 
from the Government for wheat and maize 
delivored to tho Crown. The most remarkable 
thing isthat nearly all the staves aro dated the 
same day. The following dato, for example, is 
found, ‘the twenty-first of ths eleventh month 
in the fifth year of the Emperor Tashi's reign,’ 
Hence I am able to ascertain tho exact age of 
these settlements, My Chineso says that they
